that simple sentence from the lips 


of the dying gir], little more than a 
child, yet possessed. of the ‘brave soul 
+p of an- American -woman “at ‘her ‘best. 


women who went to the west.and_mid- 
dle west and made the wilderness. and 
forest smile; this was the spirit ‘of 
those women, earlier yet, whe came 
actoss thé fearsome width of ocean to 
battle with unknown cenditions.

delegation in its formal report to 
President Harding. 

The report, a. voluminous do:ument 
of some 40,000 words, presznted to 
the senate Friday, declares that each 
commitment of the conference “con- 
tributes its part in combinat‘on with 
the others towards the estab’ishment 
of conditions in which peaceful s 
curity will take the place of com- 
petitive’ preparation for war.” 

When the conference was called, 
the report declares, “there existed, 
with regard to the Far East, causes 
of misunderstanding and sources of 
controversy which constituted a seri- 
ous potential danger. These diffi- 
culties centeréd principally ‘about Chi- 
na, where the developments of the 
past quarter of a century have pro- 
duced a situation in which interna- 
tional rivalries, jealousies, distrust 
and antagonism were fostered,” © 

Chine Was Basis. 

The basis of this situation lay in 
the “scramble among the powers of 
greatest militery . and. industrial 
strength with view to obtaining the 
fullest. possible opportunity to profit| 
by the the riches and the weakness 
of China. In this scramble not only 
were the rights of China ignored or 
violated, but a number of the strong- 
er powers found themselves in a sit- 
uation of mutual antagonism as a re- 
sult.” 

In 1899 Secretary Hay sought to 
minimize the danger by establishing 
the principle of the “open door,” the 
report continues, and inthe following 
year, as a result of the boxer up 
rising, Hay “joined with the open 
aoor principle, its corollary, the pres- 
ervation of Chinese territorial and ad- 
ministrative- integrity.” 

But while these principles have 
since had their influence in restrain- 
ing temptation fo encroach upon Chi- 
na, “it is unfortunately the fact that 
these principles were never a matter 
international obligation 
among all the powers concerned; and 
althongh generally professed, they 
were in some instances’ disregarded 
and each .such case afforded an ex-

nant. 

Has Learned New Viewpoint. 

But.Harding had what Wilson did 
not have. Harding, during his speech 
to the senate, repeatedly recalled that 
the limitation of naval armament has 
been “recommended by congress,” that 
the other pacts had been regarded as 
necessary to “perfect the fulfillment 
which‘ the congress had in mind;” 
that he was cognizant of “your very 
proper jealousy of the senate’s part 
in contracting foreign relationships,” 
and this knowledge had led him to

_ Charging their imprisonment at the 
city stockade is illegal on th¢ ground 
that Judge George Johnson has no 
jurisdiction over interstate commerce, 
Jack Toby and H. W. Cox, two sales- 
men traveling for a Philadelphia 
manufacturer, who were arrested for 
doing business in Atlanta without a 
license, sought relief in the United 
States district court Friday. 

Alleging that they were engaged 
in interstate commerce at the time 
of thcir arrest, Toby and Cox filed 
an application for a writ of habeas 
corpus. A hearing was set for noon 
Saturday. 

Cox and Toby set forth that they 
represent the Pearce Service company, 
a concern engaged in the manufac- 
ture of stove tops for gas ranges. 
Their -duties, they state, are taking 
orders and securing deposits, or first 
payments, for the range tops. 

While taking orders for their goods, 
they showed the court, they were ar- 
rested for doing business without a 
license, and when they refused te 
pay a license of $12 a month, they 
were arraigned before Judge John- 
son. He sentenced them to pay a fine 
of $25 each or serve 30 days in the 
stockade, and as a matter of principle, 
they say, they went to the stockade. 

Through their attorney, George f&. 
Gober, Cox and Toby claim that con- 
gress alone has the power to regulate 
interstate commerce. They charge 
that the license demanded of them 
is extortionate.

The attack on the fee system was 
launched by Marion Jackson. 

“Consider.” he said, “one case, that 
of Nat McWhorter, of bunco fame 
As I remember, court records show 
that last year he was arraigned 5% 
times for violating the prohibition 
law. Not long ago one of his cores 
came before Judge Calhoun an he 
was fined $500 and let loose. Now 
did he have a wife and children wh 
might starve? No, Nat McWhorter. 
I believe, rides around in an expen- 
sive automobile. What happened to 
the fine money? It was divided 
among officers of the court, excepting 
the judge. If such criminals as Me- 
Whorter were sent to the peniten- 
tiary violation of the prehibition law 
would not be widespread. 

Attack on Fee System. 

“T find that during December the 
average fine for violating the prohi- 
bition law here was $43. From the 
155 fines imposed during the month 
officers of the court would have divid- 
ed something like $6,200 among them- 
selves in fines. The way to knock 
the bottom out of this evil is to abol- 
ish the fee system. ‘The bootlegger 
now gets his licence for $43, which is 
not as much as he had to pay before 
prohibition became law.” 

Another side of the question was 
injected into the discussion when R. 
T. Aderhold, of the College Park 
Presbyterian church, declared _ the 
source of the evil to be “politics” 
and the practice of allowing judges 
to serve in circuits in which they are 
elected. 

“We must change that system if 
we abolish the evil of the fee system,” 
he declared. “I have worked in courts 
and know what I’m talking about. I 
have noticed that every bootlegger has 
a relative or relatives, some of them 
influential, at his trial, and they whis- 
the ear of the judge, and he 
lets the man off with a fine. Even 
deacons and elders are in attendance 
on the court, trying to prevent men 
from being sentenced to the chain- 


gang. 
Change Is Advocated. 


“It is not altogether a question of 
the fee system. The judge knows 
that his position is political, and he 1s 
afraid to sentence men who placed him 
in office. If we would strike at the 
root of the evil, we would stop elect- 
ing judges and solicitors to practice 
in the same circuit in which the 
were elected.” ’ 

Charles N. Walker, another speak- 
er, snid that prohibition violators 
should be given the extreme sentence

“Resolved, That the Christian council, 
representing over 60 of Atlanta’s 
churches, urge upon the judges of our 
eourts to pass chaingang sentences on 
violators of the prohibition law.” 


Unemployment ‘ 

M. M. Davies, chairman of the un- 
employment committee of the council, 
told of the work of the committee and 
said that while much work had been 
done the unemployment situation is 
still unsatisfactory and that “people 
must not sit at home but must get 
out and face the question as one of 
utmost difficulty.” ‘He deelared that 
the solution of the problem is to 
create an adequate clearing house 
under control of the municipal gov- 
ernment, which should co-operate 
with local free employment agencies. 

George B. Hinman, a member of 
the committee, introduced the reso- 
lution calling upon the mayor and 
council to establish an adequate 
clearing house at city hall. This 
measure was passed unanimously. 

To Increase Membership. 

A motion by Dr. King. of Clark 
university, that the council endeavor 
to get the 47 Atlanta churches who 
are not members of the council to 
join was passed unanimously. Sixty- 
one churehes are now members. 

Mrs. J. Houston Johnston, chairman 
of the woman’s work committee, and 
W. W. Orr, chairman of the tinance 
committee, made reports showing guod 
work and predicting even better work 
by their departments in the future.

Taylor’s Early Life. 

Another story of the dead director’s 
early career was given to the United 
News by Gilbert S. Green, a local busi- 
ness man who was Taylor’s associate 
in various enterprises. 

“IT met him in the winter of 1892 
in Kansas City, Mo.,”’ he said. “His 
name is Charles William Deane Cun- 
ningham Tanner and he was borm at 
an estate called Capoqueen, miles 
from Queenstown, County Waterford, 
Ireland. He came to the States in 
1890 as a remittance man. 

“He was working in a_ railroad 
yard when I met him and we both 
went out as canvassers for a magazine 
publisher. Every three months he 
would get a check by mail. He had 
been ranching at Harper, Kans., but 
made a failure of it. We parted after 
the canvassing experience,-and I did 
not see him again until the next year 
in Chicago. He had just come from 
St. Paul, where he had been running 
a cheap restaurant with another man. 
As we were both broke. we went ovt 
and got another canvassing job. Wis 
the $4 advance on salary, we won a 
large sum shooting craps, and cele- 
brated. That was Tanner—with 
money he would buy new clothes, new 
neckties, go to an expensive restau- 
rant, and entertain women friends. 
When he was broke he would start 
working again. .I lost track of him. 
but when I saw his pictures in the 
papers [ went to the funeral and it 
was my old partner without a doubt.” 

Prominent Man Involved. 

While real developments in the 
search for the murderer are not being 
made public by the district attorney’s 
office, it is known that Woolwine is 
working on a definite plan and the en- 
tire Hollywood picture colony, and 
most of Los Angeles, are awaiting 
breathlessly to learn if one prominent 
man is to be called in. 

This man has had an affair of long 
standing with an actress mentioned in 
the case. The affair was broken off 
suddenly. Developments on this angle, 
it is stated by investigators, may be 
expected.

Surprise In Plan. 


Approval of the tax on undistribut- 
ed profits came as something of a 
surprise. This levy is understood to 
have been urged by Representative 
Frear, republican, Wisconsin, who 
made a fight for such a tax when 
the 1918 revenue law was revised last 
year.

This program on the part of the 
government can be brought about by 
“authorizing,” states the bill, “the 
head of each executive department to 
prepare and to perivdically revise the 
necessary plans for all public works 
and projects within his jurisdiction; 
and to make the surveys and to pre- 
pure the engineering plans necessary 
for proposed public works and proj- 
ects.” Under section 2, the bill stated 
“that the secretary of commerce shall 
prepare and publish montbly reports 
concerning the trend of business con- 
ditions, the approach of periods of 
business strain and overextension, or 
of periods of business depression, in 
order that the president, the heads 
of the executive departments, the con- 
gress, the governors of the respective 
states, the mayors of cities, and per- 
sons ngaged in private industrial en- 
terprises may properly prepare for 
and plan against such periods,” 
Provision of Bill. 


Lastly the bill also provides that 
the “head of such executive depart- 
ment is authorized, upon the advice 
of the president, to postpone the date 
of the commencement or do retard the 
prosecution of such portions of the 
public works and projects within his 
jurisdiction as may be- necessary, in 
vurder to prepare for and to prevent 
further rise in the cyclical wave of 
industrial expansion and _ resulting 
business strain and overextension,” 
and is authorized also to enter if the 
times warrant it “upon. & maximum 
program of public works, and projects 
as a preparation for and in order to 
counteraet an impending period of 


ment.” 

The request that the executive com- 
mittee of the lecal chamber of com- 
merce take active part in the passage 
of this bill came from Johu J. Eagan, 
Atlanta capitalist.

JUDGE REFUSES 
TO ASK CLEMENCY 
FOR J. C. M’BRIDE 


Judge John D. Humphries, the 
trial Judge, Friday refused to recom- 
mend’ clemency for J. ©. MeBride, 
convicted bunco “banker,” a member 
of Floyd Woodward's alleged syndi- 
cate, in a letter which he sent to the 
state prison /commission. 

Judge Humphries once before re- 
fused to recommend clemency when 
sent the papers by the prison com- 
mission, and it became known Fri- 
day that Judge T. E. Patterson, a 
member of the prison commission, 
brought the papers back to the court- 
house Thursday afternoon, and asked 
that they be given again to the judge. 
if the commission recommends execu- 
tive clemency, which it can do with- 
out the approval of the trial judge, 
it places the responsibility upon that 
body, 

In again declining to recommend 
that McBride's sentence of one year 
on the chain gang, six months in 
jail and $1,000 fine be lightened, 
Judge Humphries sent the commis- 
sion the following letter: 


“I hand you copy of my order, de-. 


clining to modify the sentence of J. 
C. McBride, in which I dealt with the 
effort to confuse the McBride case 
with that of R. B. Kelley. 

“Believing that executive clemency. 
for J. C. McBride would be incon- 
sistent with public justice, I decline 
to recommend it. 

“Other indictments are pending 
against this defendant and I believe 
he should be required to serve this 
sentence.” 

McBride is now serving his sen- 
tence on the state prison farm at 
Milledgeville.

Macon, Ga., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.}—Directors of the Macon Cham- 
ber of Commerce, ‘answering the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange’s decision not 
to move headquarters from Atlanta to 
Macon, this afternoon authorized 
Harry C. Fowler, president of | the 
chamber, to name a special committee 
to begin the organization of a new 
fruit exchange and take other steps 
necessary to make Macon headquart- 
ers for handling the fruit crop. 

The decision of the Georgia Fruit 
Exchange to continue headquarters in 
Atlanta. was communicated today to 
W. G. Middlebrooks, of the agricul- 
tural department of the civic body,. 
in a letter from W. B. Hunter, pres- 
ident of the exchange. 

This action was based on the 
ground that the exchange would have 
to remodel distributing machinery and 
develop a new office force, both of 
which would have tv be done by a 
new manager. 

Chamber of commerce directors, 
meeting later in the day, took the 
matter up. Statements were offered 
from a nuthber of stockholders to 
the effect that they were dissatisfied 
with the decision and demanded 
further action. The directors, it ig 
understood, considered an appeal to 
the stockholders from the executive 
committees decision, but discarded 
that plan in favoring steps to bring 
Macon to the fore in the distribution 
and marketing of the peach crop. 

The new exchange probably will be 
built upon one of the smaller com- 
mercial exchanges now in operation. 
It is possible that the entrance of 
several new exchanges may be in.- 
vited, but peach growers may ask 
for one big exchange. 

Mr. Fowler will appoint a commit- 
tee shortly to carry out the program 
of the directors. Conferences with 
growers will be held within the next 
few days and the campaign begun in 
earnest. 

The chamber of commerce, Secre- 
tary Roger Miller explained today,

Just beneath this bronze plate are 
the following words: “Erected by 
College Park Woman's club, with the 
loyal co-operation of College Park and 
its citizens.” On the reverse side of 
the monument is a complete roster of 
the College Park boys served in the 
war, there being 112 names. 

The ceremony will be in charge of 
the Woman’s club, which has appoint- 
ed a committee to take direct charge. 
This commmittee has arranged the 
following program: Mayor Bateman 
will act as*master of ceremonies; 
Chaplain Randolph will speak; Dean 
Thomas Johnston, of St. Philip's 
cathedral, will make the dedicatory 
address, and Dr. B. D. Gray will de- 
liver the benediction. The students 
of Georgia Military academy will take 
part in the exercises, and the acad- 
emy’s band will furnish music for the 
occasion. It is expected also that 
a detail of United States soldiers 
from Fort McPherson will accompany 
Chaplain Randolph to the ceremony. 

The monument will be unveiled fol- 
lowing Dean Johnston’s address. by 
the children who are relatives of the 
boys who made the supreme sacrifice.

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GOOD WAYS WITH GOOD 
LOBSTER. 
Broiled Lobster. 

Remove the meat from the tail and 
claws, and cut it in two lengthwise; 
season well with salt and white pep- 
per, dip in butter, and broil over a 
clear fire until a delicate brown. Ar- 
range on a hot dish, put some bits of 
butter on the meat, add a few drops 
of lemon juice, set in the oven for a 
moment, and serve. Or, broiled lob- 
ster may be served with Bechamel 
sauce. 

Lobster Sandwiches With Aspic. 


Chop the lobster fine, mix with 
mayonnaise dressing, to taste, spread 
upon a bit of aspic and cover with a 
crisp lettuce leaf. Above this place 
another piece of aspic bread with lob- 
ster mixture. Serve at once, 

Lobster Croquettes. 

To make them mince the meat of 
a two pound cooked lobster. Make 
a cream sauce df, two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, half a tablespoonful of flour, 
half a cupful of milk and salt and 
pepper to taste. Add this hot to the 
lobster and then beat in an egg. Cool, 
shape, dip and fry. 

Lobster Patties. 

To make delicious patties, pick the 
meat from the Jobster, and to two 
cupfuls of the meat add one-half cup- 
ful of grated breadcrumbs and a tea- 
spoonful each of minced parsley and 
butter. Season with salt and pepper 
and grated nutmeg. Bind this to- 
gether carefully with stock and cream 
in equal parts. Put in a double boil- 
er and heat carefully, and fill the 
pastry shells, which can be bought 
from the caterers better than most 
home cooks can make them. 

Stewed Lobster. 

Put thrée tablespoonfuls of butter 
into a saucepan on the stove; when 
melted, stir into it very gradually 
three tablespoonfuls of flour; when 
perféctly smooth, add a pint and a 
half of good stock, stirring all the 
time. Season to taste with mace, 
salt, white pepper and cayenne. Cut 
three pounds of lobster meat into 
small peices, add it to the prepared 
gravy, simmer five minutes and 
serve.

Chicago, February 10.—Unfavora- 
ble conditions for the domestic win- 
ter crop, together with higher quota- 


tions at Liverpool and Buenos Aires, 
did a good deal today to bring about 
new upturns here in the price of 
wheat.

$1.17 1-4 to $1.17 3-8. Corn ad- 
vanced 7-8 to 1 1-4@1 3-8c. Oats, 
1-4@3-8 to 58c, and provisions, 12 
to 25 cents. ) 

With hjgh winds reported as pre- 
vailing in\ Kansas, a cold wave pre- 
dicted and no mpisture looked for, a 
majority of wheat traders appeared 
te regard the crop outlook as becom- 
ing more critical and as warranting 
higher prices. Special significance, 
too, was generally attached to the 
fresh gain in values at Liverpool in 
particular, inasmuch as the Liver- 
ywol market had already made a 
straight away advance of 26 cents, 
2s against 16 cents here. 

A reduction of 50,000,000 bushels 
in current estimates of the Argen-' 
tine crop surplus was also effective 
as a stimulus to buyers. One author- 
ity contended that if Argentina, Aus- 
tralia and Canada were able to move 
their entire remaining surplus dur- 
ing the‘balance of the present crop 
year they could supply only 261,000,- 
G00, as against indicated world re- 
quirements of 350,000,000 bushels.

New York, February 10.—Dun’s tomorrow 
will say:

Much of 
the selling represented profit-taking 
and was not at any time aggressive al- 
though because of the continued dis- 
quieting reports from New England 
textile districts and the bonus agita- 
tion in Washington the market was 
more affected by it than it probably 
would have been otherwise. — 

The opening was barely steady at 
a decline of 8 to 11 points following 
heaviness at Liverpool, reports that 
the Indian boycott was worse than it 
has been at any time yet, and re- 
newed outbreaks in TIreland. This 
caused moderate liquidation under 
which May sold off to 16.57 and July 
to 16.16 in the first hour, or 13 to 
16 points under the previous night. 

The offerings were absorbed by Wall 
street, New Orleans interests and 
locai shorts. Some of the South Caro-

New Orleans, February 10.—It was 
a session of small declines and ad- 
vances. in cotton today with the net 
change on the close an advance of 4 to 
10 points. Early down swings put 
the list 12 to 16 points under the 
final prices of yesterday, while later 
reactions carried it to 18 points 
above. March traded down to 15.80, 
up to 16.12 and closed at 16.08. The 
opening was active and toward mid- 
session it was a firm market with 
traders on the long side aggressive, 
but the afternoon was tame. 

The early declines were partly due 
to an indifferent Liverpool, but were 
mainly caused by highly unfavorable 
reports over private wires of the mill 
situation in New England, where it 
was said that the strike over wage re- 
ductions was spreading. One rumor, 
which was not confirmed, was that the 
largest mills in New England had be- 
come involved in the strike. 

From the first decline there was a 
recovery and rise to the highest levels 
of the day on buying in sympathy 
with the rapid rise in wheat and 
in stocks. but much of this strength 
was erased when the weekly statistics 
were put on the boards, making mill 
takins for the week only 171.000 bales 
against 252,000 this week last year 
and 200.000 this week two years age. 
Prices fell back to about the closing 
level of yesterday and made _ only 
slight recoveries thereafter.

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‘Speech With Treaties 


ance, of conviction, of conscience and 
of unanimity. These we have believed 
to be essential to perfect the fulfill- 
ment which the congress has in mind. 
Remove Ambiguities. 

“As a simple matter of fact, all 
of the agreements, except those dealing 
directly with the limitation of arma- 
ment, take the place of various multi- 
power treaties, arrangem@nfs or un- 
derstandings, formal or informal, ex- 
pressed or implied, relating to matters 
in the Pacific ocean, in 
powers signatory were 
not equally, concerned. ‘The new 
agreements serve to put an end -to 
contradictions, to remove ambiguities, 
and ‘establish clear understandings. 

“Na, matter what mental reserva- 
tions may have existed, or what 
doubts may have prevailed, because 
here was an experiment new in many 
phases, all of the powers came to the 
conference knowing it was 
with very practical situations affect- 
ing their international relations. ‘There 
was mutual interest, quite apart from 
the greater achievement for world 
peace, and a way to common under- 
standing was found to be practical 
and speedily arranged. If it has de- 
veloped a new world school of diplo- 
macy, let it be so called. It revealed 
the ends aimed at in the very begin- 
ning, and pointed the way to their at- 
tainment. The powers in conferenc¢ 
took the world of the Pacific as they 
found it in fact. They dealt with 
actualitiés by voluntary and unani- 
mous agreement, and have added to 
mankind’s assurances and hopefully 
advanced international peace. 

“Tt is worth while saying that the 
powers in this conference sought no 
concert to dispossess any power of 
its rights or property. All the signa- 
tories have given up certain rights 
which they had, as their contribution 
to concord and peace, bur at no sac- 
rifice of national pride, with no re- 
gret or resentment to later flame in 
conflict. Some relinquished certain 
rights or prerogatives which they had 
asserted, notably in the settlement of 
the Shantung controversy, dealt with 
in a covenant quite apart from the 
group herewith submitted. But every 
eencession was .a willing one. with- 
out pressure or constraint. The con- 
ference record is quite unparalleled, 
not alone because there was the max- 
imum of good feeling and neighbor- 
liness throughout the session, ovat 
common rejoicing in the results; and 
the separations in deyarture were 
marked by genuine cordiality, good 
will and new hopes. 


For World Peace. 


“Tt is not necessary to remind you 
that the conference work was not di- 
rected against any power or group of 
powers. There were no punishments 
.to inflict, no rewards to bestow. Mu- 
tual consideration, and the common 
welfare, and the desire for world 
peace impelled. The conclusions 
reached and the covenants written 
neither require nor contemplate com- 
pulsive measures against any power 
in the world, signatory or non-signa 
tory. The offerings are free will; 
the conscience is that of world opin- 
ion; the observance is a matter of 
national honor. 

“These treaties leave no power de 
spoiled. Thé delegates of every pow- 
er participating adjourned with everv 
right and every authority with whic 
they came, except that which was 
willingly and gladly given up t» 
further the common welfare. I can 
assure you the nine powers have been 
brought more closely together, they 
are stauncher neighbors and friends; 
they have clearer and better esti- 
mates of one another, they have seen 
suspicion challenged and selfishness 
made to retreat, they have keener and 
more sympathetic understandings and 
they are more strongly willed for 
right and justice in international re- 
lations than ever before.. I believe, 
with all my heart, the powers in con- 
ference have combined to make the 
world safer and better and more hope- 
ful place in which to live. 

“It was a helpful thing to have 
‘the conference reveal how common our 
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human aspirations are and how easy it 
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in that understanding, which it is now 
proven, the conference. of peace pro- 
motes, and the same understanding 
makes compulsion and despoilment 
hateful in the eyes of mankind. 

| Treaties Submitted. . 

‘““The treaties submitted seven in 
number are: « 

“The covenant of limitation to na- 
val armament between our republic 
and the British empire, France, Italy, 
and Japan. 

“The treaty between the same pow- 
ers in relation to the use of sub- 
marines and noxious gases in warfare. 

“The treaty between the United 
States, the British empiré® France, 
and Japan relating to their insular 

‘sions and their #hsular domin- 
ions in the Pacific. 

“A declaration accompanying the 
four-power treaty reserving American 
rights in mandated territory. 

“An agreement supplementary to 

the four-power treaty defining the 
application of the term ‘insular pos- 
sessions and insular dominions’ as re- 
lating to Japan. 
_ “A treaty between the nine powers 
in the conference relating to princi- 
ples and policies to be followed in 
matters concerning China. 

“A treaty between the nine pow- 
ers relating to Chinese customs tariff. 

“I invite your prompt approval of 
all of them. It is quite impossible 
to readjust our naval program until 
the naval treaty has your sanction, 
even though you urged its negotia- 
tion. It is not possible to make the 
readjustment in full confidence, until 
the whole program has commended 
itself to your approval. 

Remembered Senate Views. 

“I am not unmindful, ner was the 
conference, of the sentiment in this 
chamber against old world entangle- 
ments. Those who made the treaties 
have left no doubt about their true 
import, \Every expression in the con- 
ference has emphasized the purpose to 
be served ‘and the obligations assumed. 
Therefore, I can bring you every as- 


- Surance that nothing in any of these 


treaties commits the United States, 
or any other power, to any kind of 
an alliance, entanglement, or involve- 
ment. It does not require us or any 
power to surrender a worthwhile 
tradition. It has been said, if this 
be true, these are mere meaningless 
treaties and therefure valueless. Let 
us accept no such doctrine of de- 
spair as that. If nations may not 
establish by mutual understanding the 
rules and principles which are to 
govern their relationship; if a sover- 
eign and solemn plight of faith by 
leading nations of the earth is value- 
less; if nations may not trust one 
another, then, ‘indeed, there is little 
to which to hang our faith in ad- 
vancing civilization or the further- 
ance of peace. Either we must live 
and aspire and achieve under a free 
and common understanding among 
peoples,, with mutual trust, respect 
and forbearance, and exercising ful! 
sovereignty, or else brutal; armed 
force will dominate, and the sorrows 
and burdens of war in this decade 
will be turned to.the chaos and hope- 
lessness of the next. We can no 
more do without international nego- 
tiations and agreements in these mod- 
ern days than we could maintain or- 
derly neighborliness at home with- 
out the prescribed rules of conduct 
which are more the guarantees of 
freedom than the restraint thereof. 

“The world has been hungering for 
a better relatiouship for centuries 
since it has attained its larger con- 
sciousness. The conception of the 
league of nations was a response to a 
manifest world hunger.” 


Common Inspiration: 


“Whatever its fate, whether it 
achieves the great things hoped for, or 
comes to supersedure, or to failure, 
the American unwillingness to be a 
part of it has been expressed. That 
unwillingness has been kept in mind 
and the treaties submitted today have 
no semblance of relationship save as 
the wish to promote peace has Deen 
the common inspiration. 

“The four-power treaty contains no 
war commitment. It covenants the 
respect of each nation’s rights in rela- 
tion to its insular possessious. In 
case of controversy between the cove- 
nanting powers it is agreed to con- 
fer and seek adjustment, and if said 
rights are threatened by the aggres- 
sive action of any outside power, these 
friendly powers, respecting one an- 
other, are to communicate, perhaps 
confer, in order to understand what 
action may be taken, jointly or sepa- 
rately, to meet a menacing situation. 
There is no commitment to armed 
force, no alliance, no written or moral 
obligation to join in defense, no ex- 
pressed or implied commitment to ar- 
rive at any agreement except in ac- 
cordance with our _ constitutional 
methods. It is easy to believe, how- 
ever, that such a conference of the 


; four powers is a moral warning that 


an aggressive nation, giving affront 
to the four great powers ready to 
focus world opinion on a given con- 
troversy, would be embarking on a 
hazardous enterprise. 

“Frankly, senators, if nations may 
not safely agree to respect each other’s 
rights, and may not agree to confer 
if one of the compact threatens tres- 
pass, or may not agree to advise if 
ohe party to the pact is threatened by 
an outside power, then all concerned 
efforts to tranquilize the world and 
stabilize peace must be flung to the 
winds. Either these treaties must 
have your cordial sanction, or every 
proclaimed desire to promote peace 
and prevent war. becomes a: hollow 
mockery. 

Pacific Menaces. 

“We have seen the eyes the 
world turned to the Pacific. With 
Europe prostrate and penitent, none 
feared the likelihood of early conflict 
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ap-; there. 


Our territorial interests are larger 
there. Its waters are not strange seas 
to us, its farther shores not unknown 


ne. 


of commerce were there.’ We- began 
treaty relationships with China fully 
80 years ago, in the youthful vigor of 
our: republic, and the sailings of our 
clipper ships were the romance of our 
merchant marine, when. it successful- 
ly challenged the competition of the 
world. Seventy years ago Com re 
Perry revealed Japan tod commerce, 
and there followed that surpassing 
development of the island empire, with 
whom our unbroken peace ‘found a 
most gratifying reflex in the confer- 
ence just closed. 

“A century .ago we began planting 
the seeds of American friendship in 
Hawaii and 70 years ago Webster 
told the senate that the United States 
could “never consent to see these is- 
lands taken possession of by either of 
the great commercial powers of Eu- 
rope.” Whether. it was destiny, or 
the development of propinquity, or the 
influence of our colonists, or faith in 
our institutions, Hawaii came under 
the flag in 1898, and rejoices today 
as a part of our republic. 

.“The lure of the waters, or the 
march of .empire, or the call of com- 
merce or inscrutabl: destiny, led us 
on and we went to the South Seas 
and planted the flag in Samoa. Out 
of the war with Spain came our 
sponsorship in the PhiNppines and the 
possession of Guam; and so we are 
deeply concerned in the mid-Pacific, 
the South Seas, and the very center 
of the Far East. We crave peace 
}there as we do on the continent, and 
we should be remiss in performing a 
national duty if we did not covenant 
the relations which tend to guarantee 
it. For more than a half century 
we have had a part in influencing 
the affairs of the Pacific, and our 
present proposed commitments are not 
materially different in character, nor 
materially greater in extent, though 
fraught with vastly less danger, than 
our undertakings in the past. 

Covet None. 

“We have convinced the onlooking 
and interested powers that we covet 
the possessions of no other power in 
the Far East, anc we know for our- 
selves that we crave no further, no 
greater governmental or territorial re- 
sponsibilities there. Contemplating 
what is admittedl- ours and mindful 
of a long time and reciprocal friend- 
ship with China, we do wish the op- 
portunity to continue the development 
of our trade peacefully, an! on equal- 
ity with other nations, to strengthen 
our ties of friendship, and to make 
sure the righteous and just relation- 
ships of peace. 

“Holding the possessions we do, 
entertaining these views, and con- 
fessing these ambitions, why should 
we not make reciprocal engagements 
to respect the territory of others and 
contract their respect of ours, and 
thus quiet apprehension and put an 
end to suspicion? 

“There has been concern. There 
has been apprehension of territorial 
greed, a most fruitful cause of war. 
The conference has dissipated both, 
and your ratification of the covenants 
made will stabilize a peace for the 
breaking of which there is not a 
shadow of reason or real excuse. We 
shall not have less than before. No 
one of us shall have less than before. 
There is no narrowed liberty, no ham- 
pered independence, no_ shattered 
suvereignty, no added obligations. We 
will have new assurances, new free- 
dom from anxiety, and new manifes- 
tations of the sincerity of our own 
intentions; a new demonstration of 
that honesty which proclaims a right- 
eous and powerful republic. 


Assumes Sincerity. 


“T am ready to assume the sincerity 
and the dependability of the assur- 
ances of our neighbors of the _ old 
world. that they will respect our 
rights just as I know w@ mean w 
respect theirs. I believe there is an 
inviolable national honor, and I bring 
to you this particular covenant in the 
confident belief that it is the out- 
standing compact of peuce ror the 
Pacific, which will justify the limi- 
tation of armament and prove a new 
guarantee to peace and liberty, and 
maintained sovereignty and free in- 
stitutions. 

“No allusion has been made to the 
treaty restraining and limiting the 
use of the submarine and the prohibi- 
tion of noxious gases in warfare. Since 
we are asking the world’s adherence, 
it is easily assumed that none in 
America will hold aloof. 

*Nor need I dwell on the nine-pow- 
er treaty relating to principles and 
policies to be followed in the relation- 
ship of the signatory powers to China. 
Our traditional friendship for the an- 
cient empire, our continued friendship 
for the new republit, our commitment 
of more than twenty years to tne open 


| door, and our avowed concern for Chi- 


nese integrity and unimpaired sov- 
ereignty make it easy to assume that 
the senate will promptly and wunani- 
mouslv assent. China’s own satisfac- 
tion in the restorations covenanted 
here Bas been otticially - expressed 
quite apart from the testifying signa- 
tures. 
Has Learned Views. 

“Perhaps I may fittingly add a 
word which is suggested by my rela- 
tionship as a former member of the 
senate. 1 had occasion to learn of 
your very proper jealousy of the sen- 
ate’s part_in contracting foreign rela- 
tionships. Frankly, it was in my 
mind when I asked representatives of 
both the majority and minority to 
serve on the American delegation. It 
was designed to have you participate. 
And you were ably represented. 

“The senate’s concern for freedom 
from entanglements, for preserved 
traditions, for maintained independ- 
ence, was never once forgotten by the 
American delegates. If I did not be- 
lieve these treaties brought us_ not 
only new guarantees of peace, but 
greater assurances of freedom from 
conflict, I would not submit them to 
your consideration. 

“Much depends on your decision. 
We have joined in giving to the 
world the spectacle of nations gath- 
ering about the conference table, amid 
the convictions of peace, free from all 
passion, to face each other in the 
contacts of reason, to solve menacing 
problems and end disputes. and clear 
up misunderstandings. They have 
agreed to confer again when desirable. 
and turn the revealing light of world 
opinion on any menate to peace 
among them. 

Begun on Congress’ Advice. 

“Your government encouraged, and 
has signed the compacts which it had 
much to do in fashioning. If to 
these understandings for peace. if to 
these advanced expressions of the 
conscience of leading powers, if to 
these concords to guard against con- 
flict and lift the burdens of arma- 
ment, if to all of these the senate 
will not advise and consent, then it 
will be futile to try again. Here has 
been exercised every caution consist- 
ent with accomplishment. Here was 
a beginning on your advice, no matter 
when conceived, and the program was 
enlarged, only because assurances of 
tranquillity were deemed the appro- 
priate concomitants of the great ex- 
periment in arms limitation. 

“I alluded a moment ago to my 
knowledge of the viewpoint of the 
senate, from personal experience. 
Since that experience I have come to 
know the viewpoint and inescalable 
y responsibility of the executive. To 
the executive comes the closer view 
of world relationship and a more im- 
pressive realization of the menaces, 
the anxieties and the apprehnsions 
to he met. 

“We have no rivalries in our de 
votion to the things, we call Ameri- 
ean, hecarse that is a common conse- 
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cration. None of us mean to en- 


te our citizens. Our earlier. triumphs |

mindfulness of this mutuality of in- 
terest, common devotion and shared 
authority, I submit to the senate that 
if we cannot join in making effective 
these covenants for peace and stamp 
this conference with America’s ap- 
proval, we shall discredit the influence 
of the republic, render future efforts 
futile or unlikely, and write dis- 
couragement where today the world 
is ready to acclaimy new hope. _ Be- 
cause of this feeling, because I believe 
in the merits of these engagements, I 
submit them to the senate with every 
confidence that you will approve.”

name two senators on tne American

He warned the senate, however, 
that he had “come to know the view- 
point and the inescapable responsibili- 
ty of the executive. To the executive,” 
he declared, “comes the closer view 
of world relationship and a more im- 
pressive realization of the menaces, 
the anxieties and the apprehensions to 
be met.” 

And then, following, obviously di- 
rected at those who would question the 
non-involvement possibiiities of the 
treaties: .. . 

A Common Consecration. 

“We have no rivalries in our devo- 
tion to the things we call American 
because that is a common consecra- 
tion. None of us means to endanger, 


‘none of us would sacrifice a cherisaed 


national inheritance.” 

It was plain to all that Harding 
had thrown down the gauntlet to those 
irreconcilables that have threatened 
to oppose the vonference commit- 
ments. Borah, after the speech had 
been conciuded, declared that the naval 
‘treaty was satisfactory to him. If 
the other treaties were proved to be, 
as Harding contended at great length, 
without entanglements, Borah added, 
he will support them also. The an- 
nouncement of the Idaho solon created 
a big surprise in senate circles. 

The four-power treaty, that which 
Senators Borah and Johnson had in- 
dicated their intention to oppose or 
modify, “contains no war commit- 
ment.” Harding declared. ¥There is 
no commitment to armed force, no 
alliance, no written or moral obliga- 
tion to join in defense, no expressed 
or implied commitment to arrive at 
any’ agreement except in accordance 
with our constitutional methods.” 


Moral Warning. 


There always would be in the four- 
power pact, however, Harding added, 
provision for conference of the puw- 
ers in event of a controversy among 
themselves or aggression by an out- 
side povrer, and such conference, he 
said, would be “a moral warning that 
an aggressive nation, giving affront 
to the four great powers ready to fo- 
cus world opinion on a given contro- 
versy, would be emgarking upon a 
hazardous enterprise.’ 

This “moral warning” and whethe 
or not it implied a “moral obligation 
has been the one factor in the four- 
power pact creating uncertainty in 
some senate quarters. Senator Me: 
Nary of Oregon, one of those who 
originally had favored a reservation 
to the pact, however, announced that 
Harding’s speech had cleared away the 
necessity for this. : 

“I believe the treaty will now be 
satisfactory to the people of the Pa- 
cific coast,” he said. 

Democrat Views. 


Senator Hitchcock, democrat, who 
led the Wilson fight for ratification 
of the Versailles treaty, on the other 
hand, voiced the opinion that Harding’s 
speech would not strengthen the sup- 
porters of the four-power pact. Hitch- 
eock forecast his approval .c the naval 
and other treaties, but expressed ‘‘se- 
rious doubt” on the Pacific union. 

Senator Pomerene, one of the demo- 
crats who supported the Lodge res- 
ervations to the Versailles treaty, de- 
clared he “looked at the treaties with 
sympathy,” any step toward limitation 
of armament, he held, “must be ap- 
proved.” 

The general reaction to Harding’s 
appearance before the senate body, 
therefore, tended to confirm the be- 
lief of both Senators Lodge and Un- 
derwood, leaders, respectively, of the 
majority and minority parties, that op- 
position, already waning, had now 
been further undermined, and that 
prompt ratification of all the pacts 
by comfortable margins is certain. 

The senate foreign relations com- 
mittee was called to take up initial 
consideration of the treaties Saturday. 
After this meeting Senator Lodge, 
chairman, plans to go to Boston, re- 
The 
course of the committee during his ab- 
sence has not been decided. 


Harding’s Best Speech. 


While Harding, assaying the new 
role of militant leadership, created 
the greatest impression through the 
unmistakable frankness and sharpness 
of his expression, his speech was the 
best he has ever delivered from the 
standpoint of clarity and appeal. Its 
theme throughout was to undermine 
opposition arising on grounds he had 
anticipated. 

TWe usual charge of “secret diplo- 
macy” he smashed at the outset by 
presenting with the treaties, not only 
the formal report of the American 
arms delegation, but complete minutes 
of all the meetings held. These, Hard- 
ing said, “are fitting testimonials to 
that open and simpler diplomacy for 
which the world has asked. I trust 
they will facilitate that ample and 
helpful understanding which is desir- 
able in the senate.” 

From this, Harding swung immedi- 
ately into his most effective challenge: 

“The  out-of-the-ordinary phases 
which I have in mind,” he said, “are 
that the senate—indeed, the congress 
—has already advised in favor of 
one—and inferentially of two—of the 
treaties laid before you today, and 
the naval pact negotiated and signed 
is ee with your expressed 
wish.” 

Again calling attention sharply to 
en part in the transaction, he 
said: 

“It is quite impossible to readjust 
our naval program until the naval 
treaty has your sanction, even though 
you urge its negotiation. It is not 
possible to make the readjustment in 
full confidence until the whole pro- 
gram has commended itself to your 
approval.” 

In answer to the objection at the 
outset of the conference, raised by 
Borah and others, that it sought to 
accomplish too much, the president 
declared : 

New Peace Guarantees. 

“Much as it was desirable to lift 
the burdens of naval armament and 
strike at the menace of competitive 
construction and consequent expendi- 
ture, the executive branch of the 
government, which must be watchful 
for the nation’s safety, was unwilling 
to covenant a reduction of armament 
until there should be plighted new 
guaranties of peace, until there should 
be removgd the probable wenaces of 
conflict.’

Directing himself next to that sen- 
atorial fear of entanglements, the 
president said: “I can bring you every 
assurance that nothing in any of these

ance, entanglement or involvement. 
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in different quarters. 


Then to the counter-argument: that 
iz such nen-involvement is true, the 
treaties are meaningless and value- 
less, the president responded : 

“Let us accept no such doctrine of 
despair as that. If nations may not 
trust one another, then, indeed, there 
ix little on which to hang our fate 
in advancing civilization or the fur- 
ce of peace. We can no more 
do without international negotiations 
and agreements in these modern days 
than we could § maintain orderly 
neighborliness at home without. the 
prescribed rules of conduct which are 
more the guarantees of freedom than 
the restraint thereof.” 

At this juncture in the president’: 
address he made a striking reference 
to the league of nations, by way of 


jee his point. 


Refers to League. 

“The world,” he said, “has been 
hungering for a better relationship 
for centuries since it has attained its 
larger consciousness. ‘Ihe concep- 
tion of the league of nations was a 
response to manifest world hunger. 
Whatever its fate, whether it achieves 
the great things hoped for, or comes 
to supersedure, or to failure, the 
American unwillingness to be a part 
of it has been expressed. That un- 
willingness has been kept in mind 
and the treaties submitted today have 
no semblance or relationship save as 
the wish to promote peace has been 
the common inspiration.” 

The singular part of this comment 
was the different reactions it stirred

at the league, while others felt that 
it implied Harding’s desire later to 
expand relationships affected at the 
Washington conference into world- 
wide understanding. Some of the 
anti-league adherents professed to see 
in Harding’s reference to the league’s 
possible “supersedure” an implication 
of this same desire for a new asso- 
ciation growing out of the Washins- 
ton conference. 

The president devoted himself pri- 
marily to the naval and four-power 
Pacific treaties. On tne other pacts 
he manifested slight concern.as_ to 
their prompt ratification. 

Dissipated Alarms. 


The conference was called at a 
time of mutual ayprehension and sus- 
picion in the Pacific, he admitted. 
“There has been concern,” he said. 
“There has been apprehension of ter- 
ritorial greed, a most fruitful caus? 
of war. The conference has dissi- 
pated both, and your ratification of 
the. covenants made will stabilize a 
peace for the breaking of which there 
is not a shadow of reason or real 
excuse.”

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“the weakening of the restraints upon 
the action of foreign nations seeking 


to participate in the economic devel- 
opment of China has perhaps not un- 
naturally led to a greater indifference 
to China’s rights and interests and 
to a greater disregard of the dangers 
arising out. of international rivalry,” 
the report declares. 

_ “A situation has thus been created 
in which the Chinese people nursed a 
sense of grievance and even of out- 
rage, and the foreign nations found 
their relations complicated by mutual 
suspicion and resentment. ; 

“Such was the unhealthy situation 
that had come to exist in the Far 
East, and those who regarded it with 
a view to its effect upon the rela- 
tionships of the several natigns con- 
cerned could not but he conscious that 
plans for the limitation of armaments 
could scarcely have more than a tem- 
porary succéss if it were not possible 
to disnel the growing sense of uneasi- 
ness and mutual distrust whieh had 
arisen out of these conditions.” 

American Objective. 

_ Thus the first of America’s objectives 
in the conference is officially dis- 
closed. Corollary to it was the An- 
glo-Japanese alliance, which, the re- 
port declares, “without reservation,” 
was “one of the most important fac- 
tors in the Far Eastern situation, 

The alliance “has been viewed by 
the people of the United States with 
deep concern. Originally designed as 
a measure of protection .in view ot 
the policies of Russia and Germany 
in Far Eastern affairs, the econtin- 
uance of the alliance after all peril 
from those sources had ceased could 
not fail to be regarded as seriously 
prejudicial to our interests, Without 
reviewing the reasons for this dis- 
quietude, it was greatly increased by 
the ‘state of international tension.’ 
which had arisen in the Pacific area. 
The question constantly recurred, ‘The 
original sources of danger having been 
removed, against whom and for what 
purnoses was the alliance maintained ” 

“It was therefore a matter of the 
greatest gratification that the Ameri- 
ean delegation found that they were 
able to obtain an agreement by which 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance should be 
immediately terminated. No greater 
step could he taken to secure the un- 
impeded influence of liberal oninion 
in promoting peace in the Pacific re- 
gion. 

In summing un the course and re- 
sults of the conference after detailed 
review of its accomplishments and 
disappointments, the report concludes: 

New State of Mind. 

“The declared object was in its 
naval aspect to stop the race of com- 
petitive building of warships which 
was In process and which was so dis- 
tressingly like the competition that 
immediately preceded the war of 1914. 
Competitive armament howéver, is the 
result of a state of mind in which a 
national expectation of attack by 
some other country causes prepara- 
tion to meet the attack. To stop 
competition it is necessary to deal 
with the state of mind from which 
it results. A belief in the Pacific 
intentions of other powers must be 
substituted for suspicion and appre- 
hension, 

“The negotiations which led to} the 
four-pover treaty were the proceés of 
obtaining that new state of mind and 
the treaty itself was the expression 
of that new state of mind. It ter- 
minated the Anglo-Japanese alliance 


place of war as the first reaction 
from any controversies which might 
arise in the region of the Pacific: it 
would not have been possible except 
as a part of a plan ineluding sa limt- 
tation and reduction of naval arma- 
ments, but that limitation and reduc- 
tion. would not have been possible 
without the new relations establish- 
ed by the four-power treaty or some- 
thing equivalent to it. 

“The new relations declared in the 
four-power treaty could not. however, 
inspire confidence or be reasonably 
assured of continuing without a spe- 
cifie understanding as to the relations 
of the powers to China. ae Oe ae 


derstanding had two aspects. 
related to 
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Both of these grounds, the report 
declares, are covered in the treaties, 
formal resolutions, and formal decla- 
rations recorded by the conference. 
“The scope of action by the confer- 
ence, in dealing with Chinese affairs,” 
the report explains, “was much limit- 
ed by the disturbed conditions of gov- 
ernment in China which had existed 
since the resolution of 1911, and which 
still exist, and which render effective 
action by that government exceedingly 
dificult and in some directions im- 
practicable. In every case, the action 
of the conference was taken with pri- 
mary feference to giving the greatest 
help possible to the Chinese people in 
developing a stable and effective gov- 
ernment really representative of the 
people of China. Much was accom- 
plished in that direction. 

“The sum total of the action taken 
in the conference regarding China, to- 
gether with the return of Shantung 
by direct agreement between China 
and Japan, the withdrawal of the most 
unsatisfactory of the so-called “twen- 
ty-one demands,” and the explicit dec 
laration of Japan regarding the close- 
ly connected territory of eastern Si- 
heria, justify the relation of confi- 
dence and good will expressed in the 
four-power treaty and upon which 
the reduction of armament provided 
in the naval treaty may be contem- 
plated with a sense of security.”

Montgomery, Ala., February 10.— 
(S ].)—The tri-council of bishops 
aud ministers were thrown into con- 
fusion today when Ira T. Bryant, 
secretary of the A. M. Ek. Sunday 
School union of Nashvilie, Tenn., at- 
tempted to get the floor to speak and 
defend himself for making an attack 
on the bishops of the A. M. E.. C. 
M. E. and A. M. E. Zion churches. / 

The action of Bryant was con 
demned by the tri-council of bishops. 

. resolutio was passed by the 
bishops of the A. M. E. church and 
endorsed by the bishops of the C. M. 
K.-and A. M. E. Zion churches re- 
questing the resignation .f Bryant. 
If the resignation was not accepted he 
would be expelled from office. 

Bishop W. D. Chapel) was elected 
chairman of the board of the Sunday 
School union, of which Bryant was 
secretary, to succeed Bishop J. F. 
Flipper, of Georgia, who resigned. 
Committees were appointed at the 
morning session to draft resolutions 
on the consolidation of the three 
Methodist churches. Principal R. K. 
Moton delivered an address to the 
council on the progress of the negro 
race in the United States.

Bishop W. H. Heard, of Philadelphia, 
was too ill to attend the sessions of 
the cuuncil.

No Hope for Reduced 
Railroad Rates Until 
Wages Are Decreased 


Until substantial reductions are 
made in wage scales, no material de- 
cline in freight and passenger rates 
van be expected, ‘according to B. 8. 
Barker, new secretary of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, and former 
railroad official, in an address Friday 
before the Civitan club. 

“There is a great hue and cry for 
lower passenger and freight rates,’ 
he declared, “and the railreads them- 
Selves are anxious to bring them 
about. It is needless to say that no 
substantial reduction can be made 
until substantial reductions are made 
in the way of wage levels. 

“The roads as a whole are not 
making more than 2 per cent on in- 
vestments and. one-third of them are 
doing business below the cost of ope: 
ration, and that, of course, will even- 
tually lead to disaster. We will never 
have prosperity until certain workmen 
are paid a reasonable rather than an 
exorbitant wage.”’
